ISTARKLOFF SAYS Z00 
MENACE TO PUBLIC HEALTH 


IS 


Many of Animals and Birds Have Died From 
Tuberculosis, He Reports, and Says 
Disease Is Easily Transmitted. 


A repert that the zoo in Forest Park, 
under present conditicns, is a menace 
to the health of all persons who visit 


it because of the danger of contracting 
tuberculesis from the arimals, was nade 
today by Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff to Mayor Kiel. 

Dr. Starkloff told the Mayor that 35 
animals and birds have died in the 
zoo during the past two years of tuber- 
culosis, that it is probable that many 
other animals have the disease and that 
tuberculosis can be transmitted from 
animals to persons. He recommends 
that all animals and birds be subject- 
ed to the tubercular test and that, if it 
is deemed advisable, the public be ex- 
cluded from the zoo until conditions 
improve. 

Dr. Starkloff first presented the 
subject: in a conference yesterday 
with Nelson Cunliff, who will be- 
come Park Commissioner Monday. 
He said that post mortem examina- 
tions have showed that the following 
deaths among animals and birds in 
the St. Louis Zoo were due to tuber- 
culosis: an aoudad, two elk, two buf- 
falo, two Virginia deer, a mule deer, 
a coyote, a llama, three white swans, 
a crane and 21 monkeys. 

Disease Ig Transmitted. 

The only animals which have died 
within two years from other causes, 
he said, were an ostrich, a camel, 
two lions and a llama. 

Dr, Starkloff said the great num- 
ber of deaths among the animals 
from tuberculosis indicated the dis- 
ease was transmittedasfrom one _ to 
another, and that visitors to the zoo 
could just as well contract it from 
the animals as other animals could. 
He said that an animal with tuber- 
culosis frequently rubs its nose against 
the wires of the fence or cage which 
confines it, and that pretty soon some 


person rubs his hand against the fence, 
or a small child presses its face against 
the fence. 

He described a llama suffering from 
tuberculosis as being probably the great- 
est menace of any of the animals be- 
cause of its jabit of sneezing. 

Condition. Not a New One. 

Dr. Starkloff said the condition in the 
St. Louis Zoo was not a new one, and 
that Denver now is isolating all animals 
suffering from tuberculosis, and moving 
the healthy animals into new quarters, 
leaving the afflicted to die in the old 
quarters. 

His recommendation to the Mayor was 
that if the animals now in the zoo are 
found to be suffering from the disease, 
the healthy ones be separated from 
the others and moved to new quarters, 
and if the condition is found to be very 
bad, to prevent the public from visiting 
the zoo until conditions improve. 


After receiving Dr. Starkloff’s report, 
the Mayor said he would consult the 
other members of the Zoological Roard 
regarding the matter. He said Dr. 
Starkloff had told him that it would 
be a mistake to build a new animal 
house and place tubercular animals in 
it with healthy animals. 

The plans for a new animal house will 
not be carried out until the subject hag 
been thoroughly considered by the 
board, the Mayor, said. 

Dr. Starkloff is considered an ex- 
pert on tuberculosis. Twenty years ago 
he attempted to have adopted an or- 
dinance requiring the registration of 
persons suffering from tuberculosis, 
and providing for special treatment 
on the theory that the disease was 
communicable. His ordinance failed 
because of the opposition of physi- 
clans, who had not yet accepted that 
theory. Since that time nearly all 
cities have adopted the views then 
expressed by Dr. Starkloff.

FEW CONCESSION 
EXPECTED IN REPLY 
OF CHINA TO JAPAN 


Pekin Statesmen Will -Meet 
Tokio Plenipotentiaries 
Tomorrow. 


PEKIN, April 30.—The Chinese states- 
men will meet the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiarles tomorrow, when they will present 
China’s reply to the last list of demands 
submitted by the Tokio Government. 

There is reason to believe the Chinese 
reply will contain only a limited number 
of further concessions. 


Japanese Ambassador Has Another 
Long Conference With Bryan. 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—Viscount 
Chinda, the Japanese Ambassador, had

The reappearance of all the original 
demands in modified form, it is thought, 
is bringing about explanations from the 
Japanese authorities. With the depar- 
ture from Tokio, on leave, of American 
Ambassador Guthrie, the entire subject 
probably will be handled in Washing- 
ton between Secretary Bryan and Vis- 
count Chinda. 

While nc inkling has been given of the 
course to be followed by the United 
States with respect to the new demands, 
those familiar with the previous course 
of American policy believe some further 
modification may be urged before the 
demands can be construed as not af- 
fecting the administrative independence 
of China. It is believed that one of the 
subjects being considered is Japan’s 
demand for the right to propagate 
Buddhism in China. The article lately 
presented to China asks only for the 
recognition of that right, leaving to dis- 
cussion at a future date the manner of 
its introduction in China, under Japanese 
influences. American missionaries are 
interested in that feature, seeing a pos- 
sible conflict with their own work and 
some common ground of understanding, 
it is believed, is now being sought by 
Secretary Bryan.

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ETAILED explantion of the pro- 
[) posed treatment of the Centrai 

Parkway, which will be voted 
upon June 8, when the question of the 
ratification of the ordinance for the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to assess 
benefits and damages will be submitted, 
was given last night at the third annual 
banquet of the Central Civic Council at 
Lippe’s restaurant, by Nelson Cunliff, 
who will succeed Dwight FF.

The O’Brienites, as a protest against 
an additional taxation on Irish whiskies 
and beers, brought about the first di- 
vision in the House since the outbreak 
of the war, by taking the unusual 
course of voting against the provisional 
resolutions bringing the taxes into force 
at once to prevent withdrawals from 
bond while Parliament is dealing with 


the matter. The resolution relating to 
spirits was passed by a vote of 89 to 
5, the minority being composed of 
O' Brienites. 

Nationalists Also Protest. 

The Nationalists also protested against 
the measure but did not vote. The 
Unionists, who withheld criticism until 
all the facts could be placed before 
them, also abstained from voting. 

Usually these provisional resolutions 
are carried without division, for, should 
Parliament refuse to sanction the taxes. 
they are refunded to those who may 
have paid. 

The Laborites promised to reply to the 
Chancellor’s charges that a minority of 
the workmen, lured away by drink, 
were not putting their best efforts into 
the work of producing material which is 
so badly needed by the soldiers at the 
front. 

The extra taxes will be included in the 
budget which Chancellor Lloyd-George 
will introduce in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday next, and the bill, which is 
an amendment of the defense of the 
Realm Act, will be proposed for the 
second reading at a later date, when 
the debate on it will take place. Before 
that time, the Chancellor has prom.se' 
to place in the hands of the members, 
a series of reports of independent in- 
vestigators, on whose findings the gov- 
ernment decided to take the action it 
has. 

Wine Taxes Opposed. 

Besides the Irish opposition to the 
spirit duties, many members oppose the 
new wine taxes on the ground tha& they 
strike at France, Australia and South 
Africa. The proposed appointment of 
a board of control and the proposal to 
take over for the canteen purposes the 
saloons ir the munitions of war areas 
and to compensate all interests are gen- 
erally approved by the members. 

The gereral opinion of liquor whole- 
salers is that the new t=x will not af- 
fect the retail price of™beer, but will 
compel all brewers 10 brew below the 
specific gravity of 43, at which the sur- 
tax begins.. This gravity is equivalent 
to containing seven per cent of alcohol. 
Most London beers now range from 13 
to 58.

UARDINALS URGE 
POPE TO ABANDON 
nS) NEUTRALITY 


Belgian and French Prelates 
Send Appeal to Vatican on 
“Injustices of War.’’ 


WOULD LAY DOWN RULES 


Pontiff Asked to Issue Protest 
Which Would Be _ Epoch- 
Making for Papacy. 


ROME, April 3.—Belgian anz French 
Cardinals, Archdishops and Bishops have 
united in an appeal to Pope Benedict 
for the Vatican to abandon the attitude 
of neutrality it has mainta..» since 
the beginning of the war. They say 
they cannot understand how trwe head 
of a church which is founded on prin- 
ciples of right and justice can remain 
neutral without protesting at the same 
time against those who violated written 
or unwritten laws. The Pontiff is urged 


‘to assume an attitude which would be 
epoch-making in the history of the 
papacy. 

Cardinal Mercier, Archbishop of Ma- 
lines; Cardinel Amette, Archbishop of 
Paris, and other members of the Sa- 
cred College have sent memorandums 
to the Pope insisting that such an oppor- 
tunity may never occur again for the 
church to show that it stands above 
political considerations, caring only for 
the moral and religious interests of the 
people. It is recalled that even in the 
Vatican Council of 1870 a petition signed 
hy 40 Bishops was pressed demanding 
that the church promulgate Christian 
principles to regulate war and the rights 
of nations. Other attempts having the 
same object were made even before that 
date. In 1868 Cardinal Coullie accepted 
the patronage of the ‘‘Union for the 
Study of Rights of Nations, According 
tc Christian Principles.”” Among those 
who joined in the movement were Car- 
dinals Rampolla, Mercier, Bourne, 
Amette, Maffi and Vaszari. : 

Would Lay Down Principles, 

The memorandums presented to the 
Pope say: 

‘“‘Now is the moment to put into prac- 
tice the result of thoge studies as Cath- 
olics, and even a certain number of 
Protestants look to the Pope, as the 
natural defender of Christian morality 
demanding guidance in matters so con- 
nected with modern civilization as the 
outcome of Christian teaching. The 
Pontiff as the supreme pastor of Cath- 
olics throughout the world has the 
right to lay down moral principles which 
should govern all Christian nations in 
their reciprocal relations. 

“The earliest theologians condemned 
war altogether, but later, chiefly 
through the influence of St. Augustine, 
war sometimes was considered inevitna- 
ble. St. Thomas and other authorities 
teach that war always is unlawful ..- 
less it is just, which justice can exist 
only through a just cause and a rigut 
intention. 

“Injustice is no more morally righ‘ 
for a nation than for an individual ana 
its perpetrator is condemned by all 
Christian principles. heologians de- 
nounced aS a pagan ecrror an assertion 
that ‘might ts right’ or that the right 
to wage war depends on force of arms. 
It is worse still when a stronger coun- 
try fights from a desire for conquest o> 
demands 2 great indemniiy. This, after 
the killing of thousands, is called by 


St. Augustine ‘brigandage,’ necessitar- 
ing a league of honest, peace-loving 
nations. 


When War Is Wrong. 

“Christian theologians call such wars 
thefts' and also teach.that the injustice 
which war seeks to redress must he 
certain and evident. War is morally 
wrong when in vindication of probabie 
or doubtful rights. 

After cifing authorities who condemn 
the unnecessary destruction of life ani 
property, recommending love even Le- 
tween enemies and ordering that not:- 
combatants be spared, the memuoran- 
dums close with this statement: 

“International laws and conventiois 
are expressions of legitimate considers - 
tion. The Hague convention of 1907 
gives expression to moral principles 
binding on the consciences of all Chris. 
tians.’’

NEW YORK, April 30.—The?® is to be 
a new Wabash railroad when the stock- 
holders pay a 30 per cent cash assess- 
ment on their stock, amounting to. $27,- 
720,000. + 

‘Tbe plan for the reorganization of the 
yrcompany, which has been in the hands 
| of a receiver since December, 1911, was 
announced late yesterday afternoon by 
Winslow S. Pierce, acting as the spokes- 
man for the two bondholders’ protective 
committees and the stockholders’ com- 
mittee, who after a long period of dis- 
agreement, came to an agreement. 

The plan provides for raising $27,720,- 
000 to meet indebtedness. It is proposed 
to reorganize the company through the 
formation of a new corporation with a 
Capital, of $205,118,000, without the dis- 
turbance of the following obligations of 
the old company, which will be as- 
sumed by the new: 

Underlying bonds—$62,302,000. 

(Being the present amount of under- 
lying bonds exclusive of debenture 
mortgage bods ‘and about $7,000 De- 
troit and Chicago extensions bonds to be 
retired by sinking fund in. 1915.) 

Debenture mortgage bonds (excludinz 
$941,000 thereof controlled by the joint 
reorganization committee and to be held 
by the new company until the entire 
issue shall have been retired)—$315,000. 

Equipment obligations—$2,541,000. 

(Being the amount of present equip- 
ment obligations maturing after Dec. 31, 
1915.) 

Total undisturbed obligations—$65,15§, - 
000. 


To Issue New Securities. 
It is proposed to create two classes of 


new securities as follows: 

Forty-six million two lundred thou- 
sand dollars of 5 per cent profit-sharing 
preferred stock, which will be distributed 
to holders of the old preferred and 
common stock upon making payment in 
cash of 20 per cent of the par value of 
their holdings anid the surrender of 
their: stock.

Meyer on free speech is, however, so formulated 
as to be worthy of remembrance. It applies not 
only to institutions of learning, but to newspa- 
pers, individual publicists, platform speakers, all 
te whom a special influence in shaping opinion 
in America can be attributed: 

“As you are aware, the freedom of speech 
of neither the professors nor the students in 
an American university is limited, nor are 
they themselves subject in their utterances to 
the direction of the authorities. On the con- 
trary, we have endeavored to maintain the 
right of all members of the university to ex- 
press themselves freely without censorship or 
supervision by the authorities of the univer- 
sity, and have applied this rule impartially to 
those who favor Germany and those who favor 
the allies—to the former in the face of violent 
agitation for muzzling professors or alumni of 
the university and outsiders. 

This policy of freedom of speech we shall 
continue to pursue, for we believe it to be the 
only one which accords with the principle of 
academic freedom.” : 


To this statement Prof. Meyer hineBet would 
undoubtedly give hearty indorsement, For an 
American university to transform itself officially 
and deliberately into a center of anti-German 
propaganda would be one thing.

Johnson was swept back before this 
lunging attack. He began to lose 
his smile. He had been talking all 
through the fight, Now he idn’t 
have time to talk. Men were jump- 
ing up around the ring offering even 
money on Willard. At the end of 
the nineteenth round, in which John- 
son wrestied a good deal, Willard 
returned to his corner 


Willard Gains Confidence. 
“Does he seem tired, Jess?’ asked 


Jones. 
“IT could throw him over the ropes,” 


said Willard. “I can beat him now 


any time.” 

After the twenty-third round John- 
son did no more fighting. He blocked 
and stalled. He looked so far gone 
that it seemed impossible he could 
have changed so much in a few 
rounds.
